that I should like to know how to 
grow the crop in my garden.” The 
explanation of w'hv so many ex­ 
cellent new recipes for using rhu­ 
barb may be found in the fact that 
we are just beginning to discover 
how nutritionally* beneficial this 
vegetable is. Too, farm ers and 
gardeners 
are 
slowly 
learning 
that rhubarb is one of the better 
revenue crops because it cannot 
be grown in the South, hence there 
is no competition in northern m ar­ 
kets. 
The culture of rhubarb is com­ 
paratively 
simple 
because 
the 
plant suffers from few insect ene­ 
mies and diseases. Also, it la one 
of the heaviest feeders of all cul­ 
tivated 
plants. 
And 
because 
clumps continue to bear many 
years without more than routine 
attention, production coats remain 
extremely low. 
There are two ways to Blart 
planting 
nursery-sold 
roots. 
Of 
course, rhubarb m ay be started 
from seed but varieties seldom 
come true from seed and there is 
a tendency for 
rhubarb 
grown 
from seed to lose the brightness of 
stalk coloring. Too, at least two 
years of time is lost by growing 
plants from seed. 
II the site is well drained and 
somewhat protected from winter 
rigors, divisions or nursery roots 
may be planted 
in 
October 
or 
early 
November. 
However, expe­ 
rienced commercial growers prefer 
early spring planting. Here em ­ 
phasis should ba placed on the

through neutrality to slight acid­ 
ity. Excessive alkalinity must be 
avoided, which means no lime or 
wood ashes can be employed in 
soil preparation. 
This statem ent suggests another 
Important rhubarb fact. Often is 
heard the statem ent that rhubarb 
is an acid food, spoken as lf ar 
acid food is detrimental and ob­ 
jectionable. The truth is that rhu­ 
barb is one of the best alkaline 
foods and at the same time one 
of the most healthful crops the 
garden offers.
